At opening ceremony 

Physiology pioneer remembered 


Floyd D. Loop, MD, FACS, presented 
the Opening Ceremony lecture yester- 
day morning, titled “Dr. George W. 
Crile: The Father of Physiologic Sur- 
gery.” Dr. Loop is chairman, board of 
governors, and executive vice-president 
of The Cleveland Clinic Foundation, 
Cleveland, OH. 

George W. Crile (1880-1943), a 
founder of the Cleveland Clinic (OH), 
is remembered for his landmark work 
in the areas of shock, transfusion, and 
preoperative and intraoperative assess- 
ment and monitoring. He was also an 
active Fellow of the College, serving as 
President (1916-1917) and Chairman of 
the Board of Regents (1916-1939). 

Dr. Loop said that this turn-of-the-cen- 
tury U.S. physician was guided by the 
principle “the strength of the individual 
is the strength of the group,” and was 
therefore known as a passionate and 
encouraging teacher and colleague. 
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Surgeon involvement said to be vital 
in U.S. health care direction 


“What you do for health care reform 
becomes part and parcel of how you 
get the economy moving again,” Gail 
Wilensky, PhD, Washington, DC, said 
at yesterday’s American Urological As- 
sociation Lecture, “Health Care — 
Which Direction?” Dr. Wilensky is 
Deputy Assistant to the President for 
Policy Development. 

Dr. Wilensky told the audience that 
although almost everyone agrees that 
obtaining health insurance and con- 
trolling escalating health care costs are 
serious problems, they do not agree 
on what the appropriate solutions are. 

Although solutions may differ, Dr. 
Wilensky cautioned that it is impera- 
tive that any proposed solution involve 
a fully informed American public. She 
cited the negative outcome of the re- 
cent catastrophic health insurance leg- 
islation, which was signed into law in 
1988 and was repealed in 1989. The 
legislation failed. Dr. Wilensky said, 
because the population that it was de- 
signed to benefit — the elderly — had not 
been adequately informed or consulted 
while the legislation was being drafted. 

Dr. Wilensky said that “the last thing 
we want [when drafting health care 


reform legislation] is to have to re- 
peal.” 

Solving access and spending prob- 
lems, Dr. Wilensky said, means de- 
termining what level of government 
involvement is appropriate. She said 
that we can choose government-run 
programs, which determine all expen- 
ditures and leave little room for pri- 
vate control, or we can choose a 
government incentive-based system. In 
an incentive-based system, she said, 
the government would encourage em- 
ployers to provide insurance and would 
offer public programs for the poor, as 
well as assist employers and the pub- 
lic in making informed access and cost 
decisions. 

In deciding which direction health 
care will go in the future. Dr. Wilensky 
said that “it is critical that the Ameri- 
can public understand what their 
choices are.” She also said that she 
hopes the public will eschew the much 
talked-about global health care bud- 
get, since “this is a big, diverse coun- 
try,” and it would be difficult to have 
one group determine all health care 
spending programs. 

Dr. Wilensky concluded by implor- 
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ing the audience to become involved 
in ongoing dialogues with their gov- 
ernment representatives in order to 
influence the course of health care in 
this country. 

She told the physicians that they are 
best suited to influence how health care 
is organized, how it is implemented, 
and how dynamic it is. 





Surgical Forum XLIII dedicated scudder Oration 

to Norman Shumway Dr. Thai to discuss “Out of Apathy” 


D uring Tuesday morning’s 
panel discussion, “The Use 
of Monoclonal Antibodies,” 
sponsored by the Commit- 
tee for the Forum on Fundamental Sur- 
gical Problems, the 43rd volume of 
Surgical Forum will be dedicated to 
Norman E. Shumway, MD, PhD, 
FACS. Dr. Shumway is the Frances 
and Charles D. Field Professor and 
chair, department of cardiothoracic 
surgery, Stanford (CA) University 
School of Medicine. At Stanford, he 
directs one of the world’s most pres- 
tigious departments of cardiothoracic 
surgery, as well as an enormously suc- 
cessful heart/lung transplant program. 

The Forum Committee selected Dr. 
Shumway as this year’s dedicatee for 
his “enormous contributions toward 
the advancement of cardiac surgery 
and transplantation,” and “for his life- 
long dedication to the education of 
clinicians." 

John E. Niederhuber, MD, FACS, 
Stanford, CA, wrote the Forum’s dedi- 
cation, in which he stated of Dr. 
Shumway’s many accomplishments, 
“...perhaps the one of which he is most 
proud is the education and mentoring 
of a generation of cardiac surgeons. 
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Those surgeons, some of whom are 
now professors and leaders in the field, 
carry his message of dedication, imagi- 
nation, innovation, and plain hard work 
to all parts of the world.” 

The Committee for the Forum on 
Fundamental Surgical Problems has 
instituted an annual panel discussion 
on timely surgical research to be pre- 
sented at the Clinical Congress. The 
Surgical Forum volume will be dedi- 
cated each year at that session.
